i Baibourvllle. Ky., .Nov. i). The 
approach of winter lias brought no 
abatement in Kentucky petroleum 
operations, in all the districts where 
pipe lines extend there is the usual 
activity this month, and operators 
are going ahead with the letting of 
I contracts for new drilling in a way 
which Indicates a busy winter sea- 
son. Developments in the more set- 
tled pools have reached a stage 
where drilling Is not so uncertain of 
results in the way of new produc- 
tiou. While new wells in the de- 
veloped portions Ijave not shown a 
yield up to former averages, the 
percentage of failures is light aud 
the established pools ought to show 
a continuation of activity all through 
the winter. Test work In undevelop- 
ed fields w;ill show a natural falling 
off, because of bad roads. and dlffi- 
ulty of getting in drilling supplies. 
There is sufficient encouragement, 
however, in some directions to war- 
rant ibe advance operaior in going 
ahead of present developments, and 
the northern and eastern districts of 
the Stale will probably show activ- 
ity during the winter. 

In completed work the old Wayne 
county field, in lower Kentucky, 
holds the stage. Most of the East- 
ern Kentucky drilling force is cen- 
tered lu this county.Three new wells 
are report^d.all within defined areas 
and the best making fifteen barrels 
daily. .Morgan county operations have 
sliow n .some expansion. Half a doz 
eu ventures have been completed 
lately, one well showing a yield of 
twenty-five barrels. Others were of 
lighter capacity arU one failure was 
listed. Several operators from Penn- 
sylvania and west Virginia have ta- 
ken up leases In the Morgan county 
field. Althongb a comparatively new 
district, this field is now turning 
out over 3.000 barrels weekly, and 
the wells which have been operated 
steadily during the year maintain a 

good settled production. 

Of half a dozen smaller fields of 
Fastern Kentucky, Wolfe county is 
the only one iu which work Is be- 
ing pushed. Several drills are iu 
commission in the Stillwell district. 
The only late completion Is a ten- 
barreler. In Knox county, Oklahoma 
operators expect to have several 
drills moving within another mouth. 

Price on the two grade of Ken- 
tucky petroleum have undergone no 
change lately, tiuotatlons being $1.35 
and 70 cents a barrel cii tliu light 
and heavy grades, respei lively.

and canou. The out-croplug shows 
tu be luip-sione, The water is gen- 
erully hard. 

1 bavent seen any Ky. bluegrasb 
or white clover here, nor any of our 
tame grasses of Ky. They all per- 
ish in u severe drouth. Alfulfa, with 
its long top roots, lasts many years. 
Buriuuda and Johnson grasses are 
natives and are permanent. Ber- 
muda is u trailer and is flue for 
yards, luwua and parka, it will do 
well in Kentucky if properly cared 
for uutil it turfs. Johnson grass 
grows all th# way IrOih eigbl lu 
ten feet high and might do well iu 
Kentucky. 

Not many medical herbs and 
when one gets sl^l: he goes to the 
doctor. We have the o.ockle burr 
and morning glory. 

A Utile Texas rag weed. Texas 
bluegrass, Texas dug fennel, Texas 
bruom weed aud about a half doz- 
en dlfferenl kinds uf curlesB and 
pursleya.
